The arrest and hearing of Luther E. 


Master on charge of larceny of shoes 
from the Hanover Shoe Factory and 
of Norinan Berkheimer of Berlin Ji:nc- 
tion. Clayton Berkheimer of Bittinger, 
Solomon 
Rohrbaugh 
and 
Charles 


Fuhrman on charge of receiving stolen 
goods was the sensation of Hanover 
last week. Master had been engir-eer 
at the factory for seven or eight years 
and confessed that in the past several 
years he had taken a total of about 
300 pairs. A bag containing 18 pairs 
of "Hanovers" was found at his resi- 
dence. 


At the home of Norman Berkheimer 


four oairs of "Hanovers" were recov- 
ered. Luther Master was his brother- 
in-law and he confessed to buying the 
shoes of Master. He showed check 
book by which he paid $106 to Master. 
His purchases may have amounted to 
75 or 80 pairs at $1.50 a pair.

THEJFIRST STATE HIGHWAY 


FROM GETTYSBURG TO HARRIS- 


BURG TAKEN OVER. 


The Lincoln Highway Given a Boost 


by Speaker Champ Clark 


and Looks Good. 


On last Friday, as foretold in a re- 


cent ibsue ot the CO.MI-ILKR, State High- 
way Coninussionei E. M. Bi.-jelow no- 
tified the commissioners of Cumber- 
land, York and Adams counties and 
the authorities ot the boroughs and 
townships tin ough which the old Get- 
tysburg and Harrisburg road passes 
that he had taken over this highway 
toi 
the 
State 
main 
highway 


system. This is the first highway to 
be taken by the Commonwealth in the 
8,000 mile system which is to be ere 
ated. and is the first to be surveyed 
as a part of the network of fourteen 
or fiiteen roads that will concentrate 
in Harrisburg. The Sproul law plans 
call for numerous roads to meet at 
Hanisburg so that that city with its 
new Capitol may be more easily reach- 
ed 


The Gettysburg road is now being 


survevetl bj engineeis under direction 
of C. W. Harclt, who are running lev- 
els preparatory to rebuilding and will 
afford a fine scenic route between 
Harrisburg and the battlefield, some- 
thing that has long been desired by 
automobilists. This highway passes 
through 
Heidleisburg 
and 
York 


Springs in this county, Clearspring, 
Franklintown and Dillsburg in York 
county, and Williams Grove and Shep- 
herdstown in Cumberland county. 
't is said that this road will be 


pushed 
quickly toward completion. 


A& soon as the vengineers have finish- 
ed their work bids will be asked and 
it is expected to have road completed 
in good time for the 50th anniver- 
sary of Battle of Gettysburg in 1913. 


The Lincoln memorial highway plan 


on last Wednesday got a big boost 
when Speaker Champ Clark formally 
announced that he favored the p'an 
of thus honoring the great war presi- 
dent in preference to the pioposed 
monument to be eiected in Washing- 
ton. 


Speaker Clark announced that he 


was not only in favor of constructing 
the g<-eat highway, but that he favor- 
ed generally federal aid in the con- 
struction of "gooA roads thrdaghont 
the country. Hon. James T. MrCr-eary 
after visiting the memorials of the 
world originated the idea of the Lin- 
coln Way. Representative Latean

Mr. Boiland advocated his bill at a 
meeting of the Lincoln Memorial Com- 
mission ot which the president is a 
member, at the White House last 
week. 
He was accompanied to the 


White House by a large delegation of 
members of Congress and others who 
tavor the boulevard plan in preference 
to that approved by the fine arts com 
mission. The delegation consisted of 
Representative Lewis of Maryland, 
Lafean 
of Pennsylvania, and 
Bar 


tholdt of Missouri, General Thomas S. 
Hopkins, judge advocate general of 
the G A R., and several representa- 
tives of patriotic societies of Washing- 
ton. 


President Taft, as chairman of the 


Lincoln memorial commission, receiv- 
ed the delegation at the White House, 
and, 
in response to the pleas for the 


abandonment of the plan recommend- 
ed by the fine arts commission and 
the substitution of the Washington to 
Gettysburg highway, stated that un- 
der the law passed by Congress it was 
not possible for the commission to 
go outside <he city of Washington. 


The President made it clear, how- 


ever, that no recommendation would 
be made by the Lincoln memorial 
commission for six months, and that 
this would give ample time to the ad- 
vocates of the memorial highway to 
induce Congress to make a change in 
the law removing the restrictions on 
the commission. 


Advocates of the memorial highway 


were jubilant over what they cons'dor 
a double victory, and as a result of 
the support received from Speake: 
Clark it is predicted that the propos- 
ed Lincoln Way from Washington to 
Gettysburg would be accomplished. 


Prof. Oscar G. Klmger Resigns. 
°rof. Oscar G. Klingei last week 


sent P letter to Dr. Wm. A. Granvnie. 
President of Gettysburg College, re- 
signing the Franklin Professorship of 
Greek Language and Literature, to 
fake effect Tune 1. 1912. He assigns 
as his reason for this step that the 
duties of the class room have become 
too severe for his health and he hopes 
a change cf climate will resto-e his 
usual vigor. Prof Klinger has been 
the Greek professor for a period of 
fifteen years, having been elected to 
that position in 1896 and for several 
years prior to that was principal of 
the 
Preparatory Department. Prof. 


Klinger graduated from 
Gettysburg 


in class of 18S6 and three years later 
from the Seminary here and served 
as pastor of Lutheran Church at Em- 
mirsburt? before taking up his educa- 
tional work. Prof. Klinger with his 
family have been spending the sum- 
mer at his former home at Syberts- 
ville, Luzerne county, Pa.

Pennsylvania Has Four Canals 


The fact that there are but four ca- 


nal companies now operating in the 
State of Pennsylvania, although scores 
of charters for such companies have 
been issued in the last 100 years, is 
disclosed by the mailing of the blanks 
for the annual reports to the State Bu- 
reau of Railways. This bureau is a 
part of the State Department of Inter- 
nal Affairs and is in charge of Free- 
man C. Gerberich.Under the law each 
company engaged as a common carrier 
must make a voluminous report to the 
bureau annually and the blanks just 
issued are to be returned by August 
«.»1. 


Chief Gerbench's records sho\v that 


the State has 465 steam 
railroads 


which are required to file reoorts with 
the bureau; 510 electric railway lines, 
29S telegraph and telephone companies 
and just four canal companies. The 
latter number indicates the decline of 
water transportation in this State. A 
dozen years ago there were ten com- 
panies which made reports of opera- 
tions on canals, but now the companies 
are with exception of one, all in the 
anthracite field. They 
include the 


Schuylkill Navigation Company, char- 
tered in 1815, and operating a canal 
of 89.88 miles from Port Clinton to 
Philadelphia through the Schuylkill 
Valley; Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
Company, chartered in 1821 operating 
from Coalport to Easton, 106 miles- 
Delaware Division of the Peunsyjva- 
nia Canal Company, operated by the 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company 
lessee, chartered 1858, and running the 
canal between Easton and Bristol, six- 
ty miles and the Pennsylvania Canal 
Company, chartered 1S66 which ope-- 
two and a quarter miles ot oanal 


between Juniata Junction and Claik's 
Ferry, the last of the great waterways 
which 
paralleled the 
Susquehanna 
River.

f nitrate of soda around the trees, a 
ittle farther than the branches extend 
f the ground is sloping, it is well to 
make a bank around the lower side of 
he tree to hold the water. This should 
xtend over an area nearly as far as 
he branches reach. If you can find it 
ossible to soak several barrels into 
he ground at each tree, it will not 
nly stop the dropping of the fruit, but 
vill make it oi much larger size.

and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate jurisdiction,

of 


three judges each. The said courts !• 
Philadelphia shall be designated1 re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, numv 
her three, number four, and number 
five, bat the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time1

The number of judges in any of saifl 
courts, or in any county where the es- 
tablishment of an additional court' 
may be authorized by law, may ba 1m 
craased, from tine to time, and when- 
ever such Increase shall amount in 
the whole t» three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and separate 
court aa aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered! as aforesaid.

In the county of Allegheny all the

Is the movement for a safe and 


fiane fourth of July to be followed by 
one for an economical Christmas? Do 
the majority of people feel that the 
Christmas present has been as much 
overdone as the firecracker, the toy 
cannon and the pin wheel? 


It must be understood In the outset 


that the movement to curtail Christ- 
mas giving has no relation to the chil- 
dren. The joy of the little ones In 
their Santa Claus and his bounty is 
too beautiful a thing to disturb. It is 
only the presents to the grownups, to 
every Tom. Dick and Harry with 
whom one happens to be acquainted, 
the presents that are a burden and a 
bore both to giver and recipient, that 
It is proposed to abandon. 


Frequently these are given through 


a sense of duty and cannot be af- 
forded by the donor. Just as frequent- 
ly they are not needed by the one on 
whom they are bestowed.
